Dr.  Barlow  presented 
a paper  on  “Morphostasis  in  the  North 
American  population  of  the  European  tree 
sparrow”  at  the  International  Ornithological 
Congress,  held  at  Oxford  July  21  to  Aug.  4. 

Harold  B.  Burnham  travelled  more  than 
10,000  miles  in  the  Atlantic  provinces  during 
the  summer  in  the  first  phase  of  research  for 
a history  of  Canadian  textiles.  His  research 
was  made  possible  by  a Canada  Council 
Senior  Fellowship.
